A ll of our living-houses are built of a good quality white pine, 
milled to resemble clap-boards laid over Neponset water-proof 
roofing, making an absolutely water and wind-tight building. 
For the frames we use a good grade of spruce, planed on all sides; — spruce 
is much better for framing than the cheaper yellow pine. 

We use regular paneled out-side doors. 

Windows slide up and down in the regular way. 

All houses are painted two coats before leaving our shop. Unless 
some particular color is desired, we paint the body of house white, with 
green trimming and green roof. 

All of our houses are built in sections six feet long or wide 
wherever practicable, as this makes the sections easier to handle. 

All sections are fitted, and bolt together. 

We can build any size house desired up to twenty feet wide and 
of any length.
